A test was made last night at the 
Gas Apparatus and Construction com­ 
pany on Railroad street and it proved 
eminently satisfactory. 


About a dozen of the stockholders, 
together with Superintendent 
Ham­ 
merton and the 
construction gang, 
were present. All seemed well pleas­ 
ed with the experiment made. 


The concern is made up of about 40 
local shareholders ana was formed a 
few years 
ago for the manufacture 
of gas by a method 
originated 
by 
Judge Williams, 
formerly of Texas, 
but who now resides in Sewickley. 
The plan is known as the isolation of 
carbon monoxide. 
The plant should have been com­ 
pleted at a cost of not more than $6,- 
000. As it is, by the time the concern 
Is ready for the manufacture of gas 
$12,000 will have been spent in the 
construction of the plant. 
A great deal of difficulty has been 
experienced in packing the seams at 
the ends of the retorts, of which there 
are 32, and experiments of all kinds 
were made in the way of packing, but 
none were successful until, under the 
direction of H. H. C. Hammerton, the 
present 
superintendent of construc­ 
tion, a composition of salimoniac and 
Iron shavings was used with very sat­ 
isfactory results. 
The last 
of 
the 
packing was finished last evening and 
when the test was made no leaks oil 
any consequence were found. 
Mr. Hammerton is now waiting for 
a few castings which are being turnec 
out at a local foundry, and which are 
necessary for the connecting up of the 
several tanks. 
When these are attached the engi 
neers, Hyde Bros. & Co., of 
Pitts 
burg, and the chemist will be brought 
here to pass upon the work. The su­ 
perintendent will have 
the plant in 
operation within a very short time. 
The greatest delay will probably be 
In waiting 
for the construction 
ol! 
two large tanks for storage purposes. 
These will be composed of sheet iron, 
and will be made to hold a large quan 
tity of gas. 
A pressure of 4% pounds was turn- 
ed into the 
retorts last night 
and 
stood the test admirably. 
When completed the plant will have 
a capacity of 1.000,000 cubic feet 
of 
perfect gas every 24 hours.

Before the Jail was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized his cap­ 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warrer 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all ot 
whom were known to him. Confident 
of hit guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their indentity. 
So grea 
was the excitement and so Intense th' 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to Jail hoping 
that something would turn ap to es­ 
tablish his Innocence. 
From the jail at Lafayette King ad 
dressed letters to editors of papers In 
Cincinnati. Chicago, S t Louis, Louis 
Ville and other cities, setting out the 
circumstances of bis confinement and 
asking them to keep bis letter In the 
papers In hopes that it might fall un­ 
der Rowe’s notice. 
The appeal was a 
pathetic one and was copied Into many 
papers throughout the northwest 
Two weeks after Its first appearance 
>r. Rowe rode into Oxford and. at­ 
tended by a number of citizens, pro­ 
ceeded to Lafayette, where his appear 
anc© caused the immediate release of 
the accused landlord. 
In explanation 
of his disappearance Rowe said he bad 
left his borne In the east on account of 
domestic troubles; that he had learned 
that his wife was on her way to Ox­ 
ford and he bad determined to leave 
tho place secretly in order to prevent 
lier from learning where be had gone.

Before the jail was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized bis cap­ 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warrer 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all ot 
whom were known to bim. Confident 
of bls guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their Indentlty. 
So grea 
was the excitement and so Intense th' 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to jail hoping 
that something would turn up to es­ 
tablish his innocence. 
From the jail at Lafayette King ad 
dressed letters to editors of papers in 
Cincinnati. Chicago, St. Louis, Louis 
Ville and other cities, setting out the 
circumstances of his confinement and 
asking them to keep his letter in the 
papers in hopes that it might fall un­ 
der Rowe’s notice. 
The appeal was a 
pathetic one and was copied into many

King that he had no money and asked 
to be trusted for his board till he could 
get practice In the place, promising to 
pay him as promptly as possible. King

to the arrangem ent, and 
Rowe soon became a favorite with the 
people on account of bis companion­ 
able disposition and superior intelli­ 
gence. The doctor, however, fell deep­ 
er and deeper in d eb t He had been at 
the botel for nearly a year when King 
reminded him one morning th at be 
bad not paid anything on his board 
bill for three months. 
The conversa­ 
tion, it afterw ard appeared, was over­ 
heard by some one in the hotel, though 
nothing was thought of It at the time. 
A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late a t night to see a 
patient and failed to return.

Late in the fifties George W. King 
was the proprietor of a botel In Ox­ 
ford. 20 miles from Lafayette, Ind. In 
185D a stranger arrived at the botel aud 
gave bis name as Dr. Rowe. 
Ile told 
King that be had no money and asked 
to be trusted for his board till he could 
get practice in the place, promising to 
pay him as promptly as possible. King 
consented to the arrangement, aud 
Rowe soon became a favorite with the 
people on account of his companion­ 
able disposition and superior intelli­ 
gence. The doctor, however, fell deep­ 
er and deeper in debt He had been at 
the hotel for nearly a year when King 
reminded him one morning that be 
bad not paid anything on his board 
bill for three months. 
The cot versa- 
tlon, it afterward appeared, wa3 over­ 
heard by some one in the hotel, though 
nothing was thought of it at the time. 
A week after the conversation Rowe 
was called out late at night to see a 
patient and failed to return. 
Days 
passed without any word from him, aud 
his disappearance soon was connected 
with the conversation that had passed 
between bim and the landlord about 
the unpaid board. 
One night three 
months later a party of disguised men 
entered the hotel and, overpowering 
King, took him to a woodland adjoin­ 
ing the town. 
He recognized the voices of several 
of his captors and especially of the 
leader, w ho told him that he was sus­ 
pected of murdering Rowe and de­ 
manded that he confess. King stoutly 
maintained 
his Innocence, and the 
leader of the mob ordered bis com­ 
panions “to string him up.” 
A rope 
was placed around his neck, a dozen 
men pulled down a stout limb, over 
which the other end of the rope was 
thrown, and when the limb was re 
leased It carried King off his feet and 
left bim banging by the neck. 
He 
was nearly unconscious when let down 
and again ordered to confess. 
After much delay he was restored 
sufficiently to understand, what was 
said to bim. and be again refused, fee 
daring his innocence and saying ut 
did not know what had become of 
Rowe. 
A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life w as-nearly extinct, aud he was 
much longer in being restored than be­ 
fore. 
The luckless landlord knew he could 
not paps through another such ordeal 
and live. so be consented to confess 
He purposely lengthened the confes 
Bion In order to gain time, and said 
that be and two men, named Rogers 
and Haggard, had poisoned some wbis 
ky and induced Rowe to drink It, and 
after bls death they had buried bim 
in a hollow some distance away. 
It 
was nearly daylight when the confes 
Bion was made, aud the lynchers de 
termtned to take King to jail in Lafa 
Jette and then arrest Rogers and Hag 
gard. 
Before the jail was reached day had 
dawned, and King recognized bis cap­ 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, W arier 
and Tippecanoe counties, nearly all o! 
whom were known to him. Confident 
of bis guilt, the men made no attempt 
to conceal their lndentity. 
So grea 
was the excitement and so Intense th' 
feeling against King that he waived 
examination and went to jail, hoping 
that something would turn up to es­ 
tablish his innocence. 
From the jail at Lafayette King ad 
dressed letters to editors of papers in 
Cincinnati. Chicago, S t Louis, Louis 
Ville and other cities, setting out the 
circumstances of his confinement and 
asking them to keep his letter !n the 
papers in hopes that it might fall un­ 
der Rowe’s notice. 
The appeal was a 
pathetic one and was copied Into many 
papers throughout the northw est 
Two weeks after Its first appearance 
Dr. Rowe rode Into Oxford and. at­ 
tended by a number of citizens, pro­ 
ceeded to Lafayette, where his appear­ 
ance caused the immediate release of 
the accused landlord. 
In explanation 
of bls disappearance Rowe said he had 
left bls home In the east on account of 
domestic troubles; that he had learned 
that his wife was on her way to Ox­ 
ford and he had determined to leave 
the place secretly in order to prevent 
her from learning where be bad gone, take no other.

CHAFFEE AXD COXGER REPORT 


W ashington Officials 
W ould Not Make 


Public Former's Message— Captain Heil-

Washington, Aug. 23.—The state de­ 
partment authorizes the announcement 
of the receipt through the consul at 
Che Foo, of a telegram from Mr. Con­ 
ger, in the department cipher, to the 
foliowug effect: 
“Peking, Aug. It).—The entire city 
with the exception of the imperial pal­ 
ace, is occupied by Japanese, Russian, 
British, Americans and French. 
It is

court have gone westward, p.*obably 
to Si An Fu, iu the province of Sheu 
Si. No representatives of the Chinese 
government are in sight in Peking, 
and the conditions are chaotic.

palace is ekpected to be taken imme­ 
diately.

la charge of the Christian refugees, 
numbering about 1,000. 
“Conger.” 
An 
Important dispatch was 
not 
made public by the war department 
but was the subject of an extended 
conference st the white house between 
the 
president. Secretary Root

Acting Secretary of State Adee. 
It 
was from General Chaffee and arrived 
about the same time as the casualty 
list of the Peking fight. It was dated 
the 18th and therefore was not a re­ 
ply to the message of inquiry of Mon­ 
day night sent to General Chaffee by 
the war department 
Still it an­ 
swered a number of the inquiries con­ 
tained in that message. 
It dealt en 
tirel.v with military operations and 
conditions. 
While It cannot be said 
to have contained any bad news, and 
recorded the brilliant successes of the 
Ameriean troops, who have 
home 
themselves so gallantly In the assault 
on Peking, it contained enough as 
to the unsettled conditions in China, 
and the prospect of long and arduous 
work in restoring peace, to form the 
subject for a consultation of some 
hours between the president and his 
advisers. 
It was hoped in official circles thai 
when General Chaffee should be heard 
from he would report that the work of 
the American expeditionary force had 
been accomplished by the rescue of the 
ministers, and that the blow struck 
at the Boxer insurgents bv the for­ 
eign column had dissipated these revo­ 
lutionists and left China with hands 
free to make her peace with the civ- 
ilzed world. 
Instead of this, how­ 
ever, General Chaffee had to report 
an utterly chaotic condition of affairs 
and the centure of a capital, whence 
all the heads of government had fled. 
There was nothing for the victors to do 
but to prevent anarchy by administer­ 
ing on this derelict empire which had 
fallen Into their hands.

hours between the president and his 
advisers. 
It wras hoped in official circles that 
when General Chaffee should be heard 
from he w ould rejiort that the work of 
the American expeditionary force had 
been accomplished by the rescue of tho 
ministers, and that the blow struck 
at the Boxer Insurgents by the for­ 
eign column had dissipated those revo 
lutionists and left China with hands 
free to make her peace with the civ- 
ilzed world.

tutes the actual Chinese government. 
It Is made clear that the time has not 
arrived for mlVsuing the negotiation 
profaned: The formal courtesy of dis? 
Lunatic procedure is preserved, bul 
at the same time the entire tenor of the 
document Is one of force and firmness. 
The government of the United States 
takes the position that negotiations ar^ 
impossible with a government which 
cannot prevent hostilities against the 
forces of the powers^ which were sent 
to the Chinese capital to save the en­ 
voys. As long as attacks are made on 
the troops of this and other govern­ 
ments, such as have followed the occu­ 
pation of Peking, and the attacks In 
the vicinity of Tien Tsln, it is deemed 
that the Chinese government is either 
unwilling 7>T unable to prey clit these 
hostilities, and for this reason nego 
tuitions must lie deferred. It is stated, 
however, that the reply is a step in the 
direction of opening negotiations. 
No question is raised as to the au­ 
thority of Ll Hung Chang to represent 
his government, but it is said that his 
credentials, like those of all others 
who come together for the purpose of 
negotiating term s of peace, will be ex­ 
amined by the respective representa­ 
tives. and the validity of the papers 
of each representative to lie determin­ 
ed by that body. 
The United States, 
however, in communicating with Min­ 
ister Wu. recognizes him as the offi­ 
cial representative of the Chinese gov­ 
ernment.

Dauford of Belmont county, a member of the Forty-third con- 
vas a ls o elected to the Fifty-sixth, stretching from the Nineteenth to 
r 
.wfiitii^th centuries. He was born 
it B elm ont county, Ohio, Oct. 18 , 18 20, 
and reared on a farm. He was educa­ 
ted in the public schools, studied law 
aiid was admitted to the bar in 18 54. 
Be 
elected prosecuting attorney of 


Be lmont county in 18 59. He was orig- 
Ically a Whig and afterward a Repub­ 
lican. He died at St. Clairsville, Bel- 
jnont county, June 19, 18 99. 
In 1861 he enlisted as a private in 
the Seventeenth Ohio volunteer regi­ 
ment tor a term of three months. After 
m uster out he again enlisted in the 
F ifteenth Ohio, was made a first lieu­ 
tenant. second lieutenant and captain. 
Because of failing health, in 18 64, he 


re.« igned his commission and retired 
to civil life. 
In congress he has been recognized 
a.c a member of more than average 
gbility, and a strong, incisive debater. 
His services on 
various 
important 
committees have been zealously ren^ 
dered. He was elected to the Forty-' 
third congre.ss in 18 72 from the Six 
teenth district, Belmont, Jefferson, Harrison, Guernsey and ffwble counties, 
and re-elected to the Forty-fourth in 18 74 and the Forty-fifth in 18 76 from 
the same district. 
For nearly twenty years he was retired from congress, 
but was elected in 18 94 to the Fifty-fourth congress from the Sixteenth dis- 
*trist. comprising Belmont, Monroe, Carroll, Jefferson and Harrison, and re­ 
elected to the Fifty-fifth in 18 9 6 and the Fifty-sixth in 18 9 8 , extending from 
March 4, 18 99, to March 4, 1901. 


AMKRIOUS V. RIC E. 
Americus V. Rice of Ottawa, Putnam county, was a lawyer, banker, Dem­ 
ocratic leader and a distinguished soldier. He was born in Perrysville, Ash­ 
land county, Ohio, Nov. 18 , 18 3o, and is living in honorable retirement in 
Columbus in the closing days of 18 99. 
When a youth he entered Antioch 
college. Ohio, and remained two years, and in 18 58 entered Union college. 
New York, graduating in 18 60, after which he completed the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar. 
In 1861 he enlisted in the Twenty-first Ohio Volunteer Infantry at Ottawa 
and on the 15th of January, 18 66, was mustered out of service as a brigadier 
general. He rose to.a captaincy in the Twenty-first regiment before the end 
of its three m onths’ term oi enlistment. He then enlisted in the Fifty-seventh 
0. V. I. and was commissioned captain of Company A, and promoted to lieu­ 
tenant colonel Feb. 8 , 18 62. 
He was at the battle of Shiloh, and with his 
command captured Arkansas Post, Arkansas. 
He served through Grant’s Vicksburg campaign under that commander. 
In the assault upon the works at Vicksburg, May 22, 18 63, he was badly 
wounded. He participated in the series of operations under General Sherman 
at Sugar Valley, Resaca, Dallas, Big Shanty and Little Kennesaw. 
In th» 
latter action he received three wounds simultaneously, and the amputation 
of one of his limbs was necessitated. 
He was invalided home till 18 65, and 
promoted to brigadier general upon the recommendation of General Sherman. 
In 18 65 he took command of his brigade at Newbern, North Carolina, and 
remained in active service until the close of hostilities. 
He was elected as a 
Democrat to the F^orty-foiirth congress in 18 74 from the Fifth district, Put­ 
nam, Defiance, Paulding, Van Wert. Allen, Auglaize, Mercer and Shelby 
counties, and was re-elected in 18 76 to the Forty-fift^j congress from the 
lame district. 
General Rica was most largely instrumental in the enactment of the 
pension laws, providing for the equitable pensioning of the maimed veteran» 
of the civil war. 
In 18 9 3 he was appointed pension agent for Ohio by Presi­ 
dent Grover Cleveland, and held the office for four years. The average annual 
diiburseraents made b y^ im were $16,000,000. 
He was engaged in banking 
in Ottawa for many years, succeeding his father in the business. 
In 18 96 
hi disagreed with his party on the monetary issue and withdrew from active 
co-operation with it. 


JOHN A. McMAHON. 
John A. McMahon, a distinguished member of the Dayton bar, was bom 
ip Fredrick county, Maryland, Feb. 19, 18 33, and in the closing year of the 
wntury is still at the head of his profession in the city of his adoption. 
He came to Ohio in early life and graduated from St. Xavier’s college, 
Cincinnati, in 18 49 , and 
began the study of law in Dayton in 18 51 with 
ClemoBt L. Vallandlgham, and 
w as admitted to the bar in 18 54. 
He was a 
dilegat# to the Democratic national convention in Baltimore in 18 72, and 
waa a prominent 
leader in his party up to 18 9 6, when he disagreed with the 
fc&Jorliy af 
his 
party on the 
financial 
question and withdrew 
from 
nctlve leadership and declined to act as chairman of the Democratic state 
•onvantioii of th at year, William 
A. Taylor of Columbus being unanimously 
•bosfu to the position by the state committee. 
Hr. McMahon w'as elected to the Forty-fourth congress from the Fourth 
llstrict, Montgomery, Darke, Preble and Greene counties, in 18 74. 
In 18 76 
state was reapportioned by a* Democratic legislature, and Mr. McMahon 
placed in the Third district, composed of Montgomery, Butler and War- 
^ 
and was re-elected to the Forty-fifth in 18 76, and again in 18 78 from the 
iistrict. 
. 
Hr. McMahon was among the ablest men who ever went to congress 
Ohio, and exercised a marked Influence on the legislation of the period.

TO KATIFY THE PEAOB TREATY

W hat has caused Mr. Bryan and the 
party which he bosses to change front 
on the Philippine question? The Bry- 
anite position is one of criticism of the 
president because in the discharge of 
his sworn duty, and in obedience to 
the law of the United States, he Is 
using the army to put down the in­ 
surrection in the Philippines, notwith­ 
standing the fact th at the treaty with 
Spain was ratified by Democratic votes 
after that insurrection had been be­ 
gun. 
It seems hardly credible that 
men could attack 
the president for 
carrying to a finish a war that was in 
existence when the purchase of the 
islands was authorized by their own 
party leaders. 
Yet suc^ is the fact. 
The attack of 
the Filipino forces 
upon our troops in the Philippines be­ 
gan on February 4, 18 9 9 , and on that 
same night Aguinaldo issued his proc­ 
lamation declaring war against the 
United States. 
Yet it was not until 
February 6, two days after, that the 
treaty was ratified, and th at by 10 
Democratic and 5 Populist and Silver 
party votes. And it is a fact, admitted 
by Mr. Bryan himself, th at some of 
these votes were cast for the treaty by 
the “advice and consent” of William 
Jennings Bryan. 
By this action the leaders of the 
Democratic and Populist parties delib­ 
erately bought an insurrection already 
going on, agreeing that 
the United 
States should pay $20,000,000 for the 
islands where it existed, and in so do­ 
ing placed upon the shoulders of Pres­ 
ident McKinley the duty of suppress­ 
ing it. He could not do otherwise. Yet 
they are criticising his course, though 
of course it is well understood that the 
criticism is for political effect only. 
Mr. Bryan feels the criticism of his 
two-faced course, and in his Indianap­ 
olis speech of acceptance he made a 
halting and ineffective defense of his 
course. 
He said he wanted the peace 
treaty ratified so that the volunteer 
army could be disbanded, and the na­ 
tion be saved the expense it entailed. 
This excuse is gauzy. Two days be­ 
fore the treaty was ratified, the in­ 
surgents began fighting our forces in 
front of Manila. 
On 
the same day 
Aguinaldo declared war 
against the 
United States. Mr. Bryan knew, as did 
every Democratic senator who voted 
for the ratification of the treaty, that 
we would have to continue the war to 
put down the 
insurrection. 
So Mr. 
Bryan’s apology is insincere and does 
not cover the case. 


In th« >! 
The question of the retention of the 
Philippines was decided by the senate 
In ratifying tli,^ treaty which provided 
th at Spain should relinquish them to 
us. 
The government could not direct 
our forces to sail away from the Phil­ 
ippines after the destruction of the 
Spanish power there. That would have 
not only left them 
in anarchy, but 
have also invited a scramble among 
European nations for 
their control. 
As President McKinley 
said 
in his 
message, “If we desert them, we leave 
them at once to anarchy and finally to 
barbarism; we fling them—a golden 
apple of discord—among 
the 
rival 
powers, no one of which could permit 
another to seize them unquestioned; 
their rich plains and valleys would be 
the scene of endless strife and blood­ 
shed.” 
The peace treaty provided for their 
purchase, and it was ratified by a two- 
thirds vote of the United States sen­ 
ate, and by the advice and consent of 
William Jennings Bryan, who resigned 
his position in the army and came to 
W ashington to urge the members of 
his party to vote for it. This action by 
congress added to the duties of the 
president to maintain order 
in the 
Philippines. The treaty ceding the is­ 
lands to the United States was signed 
December 10, 18 9 8 ; on January 4, 3i€ 99. 
It was sent to the senate; on Febru- 
* r r 4, the Filipinos began their attack 


upon the American torces and Aguin- 
aldo Issued his proclamation of war 
against 
the P’nited States. 
Yet, on 
February 6, with 
these 
facts 
well 
known in the United States, by the 
“advice a« d consent” of Mr. Bryan, a 
suificient number of .Democrats and 
Populists cast their votes in its favor 
to bring about 
ratification, and the 
new duty was thus 
by both parties 
placed upon the shoulders of the pres 
ident to suppress an insurrection in 
the territorv, which by that ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty was finally acquired 
two days after the insurrection began. 
Among those voting for ratification 
were Allen, 
of 
Nebraska, Populist; 
Butler, of North Carolina. Populist; 
Clay, of Georgia, Democrat; Faulkner, 
of West Virginia, Democrat; Gray, of 
Delaware, Democrat; Harris, of K an­ 
sas. Populist: Jones, of Nevada, Sil­ 
ver; Kenny, of Delaware, Democrat;

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LO REN ZO DANFORD. 


-rf.cc was also elected to the Fifty-sixth, stretching from the Nineteenth to 
the twentieth centuries. He was born 
In Belmont county, Ohio, Oct. 18, 1820, 
and reared on a farm. He was educa­ 
ted in the public schools, studied law 
aDd was admitted to the bar in 1854. 
Be * 
elected prosecuting attorney of 
Belmont county in 1859. He was orig­ 
inally a Whig and afterward a Repub­ 
lican. He died at St. Clairsville, Bel­ 
mont county, June 19, 1899. 
In 1861 he enlisted as a private in 
* the Seventeenth Ohio volunteer regi­ 
ment for a term of three months. After 
muster out he again enlisted in the 
Fifteenth Ohio, was made a first lieu­ 
tenant, second lieutenant and captain. 
Because of failing health, in 1864, he 
resigned his commission and retired 
to civil life. 
In congress he has been recognized 
as a member of more than average 
ability, and a strong, incisive debater. 
His services on various important 
committees have been zealously ren­ 
dered. He was elected to the Forty- 
third congress in 1872 from the Six­ 
teenth district, Belmont, Jefferson, Harrison, Guernsey and liable counties, 
and re-elected to the Forty-fourth in 1874 and the Forty-fifth in 1876 from 
the same district. For nearly twenty years he w as.retired from congress, 
but was elected in 1894 to the Fifty-fourth congress from the Sixteenth dis- 
%triFt, comprising Belmont, Monroe, Carroll, Jefferson and Harrison, and re­ 
elected to the Fifty-fifth in 1896 and the Fifty-sixth in 1898, extending from 
March 4, 1899, to March 4, 1901. 
# 
AMERICUS V. RICE. 
Americus V. Rice of Ottawa, Putnam county, was a lawyer, banker, Dem­ 
ocratic leader and a distinguished soldier. He was born in Perrysville, Ash­ 
land county, Ohio, Nov. 18, 183o, and is living in honorable retirement in 
Columbus in the closing days of 1899. 
When a youth he entered Antioch 
college. Ohio, and remained two years, and in 1858 entered Union college, 
New York, graduating in 1860, after which he completed the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar. 
In 1861 he enlisted in the Twenty-first Ohio Volunteer Infantry at Ottawa 
and on the 15th of January, 1866, was mustered out of service as a brigadier 
general. He rose to^a captaincy in the Twenty-first regiment before the end 
of its three mouths’ term of enlistment He then enlisted in the Fifty-seventh 
* 0. V. I. and was commissioned captain of Company A, and promoted to lieu­ 
tenant colonel Feb. 8, 1862. 
He was at the battle of Shiloh, and with his 
command captured Arkansas Post, Arkansas. 
He served through Grant’s Vicksburg campaign under that commander. 
In the assault upon the works at Vicksburg, May 22, 1863, he was badly 
wounded. He participated in the series of operations under General Sherman 
at Sugar Valley, Resaca, Dallas, Big Shanty and Little Kennesaw. 
In th# 
latter action he received three wounds simultaneously, and the amputation 
of one of his limbs was necessitated. He was invalided home till 1865, and 
promoted to brigadier general upon the recommendation of General Sherman. 
In 1865 he took command of his brigade at Newbern, North Carolina, and 
remained in active service until the close of hostilities. 
He was elected as a 
Democrat to the ^orty-fourth congress in 1874 from the Fifth district, Put­ 
nam. Defiance, Paulding, Van Wert. Allen, Auglaize, Mercer and Shelby 
counties, and was re-elected in 1876 to the Forty-flft^j congress from the 
lame district. 
General Rica was most largely instrumental in the enactment of the 
pension laws, providing for the equitable pensioning of the maimed veterans 
of the civil war. In 1893 he was appointed pension agent for Ohio by Presi­ 
dent Grover Cleveland, and held the office for four years. The average annual 
disbursements made by^him were $16,000,000. He was engaged in banking 
in Ottawa for many years, succeeding his father in the business. 
In 1896 
bs disagreed with his party on the monetary issue and withdrew from active 
co-operation with it. 


JOHN A. MCMAHON. 
John A. McMahon, a distinguished member of the Dayton bar, was born 
1b Fredrick county, Maryland, Feb. 19, 1833, and in the closing year of the 
•ontury is still at the head of his profession in the city of his adoption. 
He cam# to Ohio in #arly life and graduated from St. Xavier’s college, 
Clneisnati, in 1849, and bogan the study of law in Dayton in 1851 with 
Clement L. Vallandigham, and was admitted to the bar in 1854. He was a 
dslegat# to th# Democratic national convention in Baltimore in 1872, and 
a prominent leader in his party up to 1896, when he disagreed with the 
Majority of his party on the financial question and withdrew from 
tctlve leadership and declined to act as chairman of the Democratic state 
invention of that year, William A. Taylor of Columbus being unanimously 
•bosen to the position by the state committee. 
Mr. McMahon was elected to the Forty-fourth congress from the Fourth 
Astrict, Montgomery, Darke, Preble and Greene counties, in 1874. In 1876 
the state was reapportioned by a* Democratic legislature, and Mr. McMahon 
Was Placed in the Third district, composed of Montgomery, Butler and War-

and was re-elected to th# Forty-fifth in 1876, and again in 1878 from the 
ti strict 
Mr. McMahon was among th© ablest men who ever went to congress 
frpm Ohio, and exercised a marked Influence on the legislation of th# period.

About a dozen of the stockholders, 
together with Superintendent

The concern Is made up of about 40 
local shareholders and was formed a

ago for the manufacture 
of gas by a method 
originated 
by 
Judge Williams, 
formerly of Texas, 
but who now resides in Sewickley. 
The plan is known as the isolation of 
carbon monoxide. 
The plant should have been com­ 
pleted at a cost of not more than $6,* 
OOO. As it is, by the time the concern 
is ready for the manufacture of gas 
$12,000 will have been spent in the 
construction of the plant. 
A great deal of difficulty has been 
experienced in packing the seams at 
the ends of the retorts, of which there 
are 32, and experiments of all kinds 
were made in the way of packing, but 
none were successful until, under the 
direction of H. ll. c. Hammerton, the 
present 
superintendent of construc­ 
tion, a composition of salimoniac and 
iron shavings was used with very sat­ 
isfactory results. 
The last 
of 
the 
packing was finished last evening and 
when the test was made no leaks of 
any consequence were found. 
Mr. Hammerton is now waiting for 
a few castings which are being turned 
out at a local foundry, and which are 
necessary for the connecting up of the 
several tanks. 
When these are attached the engi­ 
neers, Hyde Bros. & Co., of 
Pitts­ 
burg, and the chemist will be brought 
here to pass upon the work. 
The su 
perintendent will have 
the plant In 
operation within a very short time. 
The greatest delay will probably be 
in waiting 
for the construction 
of 
two large tanks for storage purposes 
These will be composed of sheet Iron 
and will be made to hold a large quan­ 
tity of gas. 
A pressure of 4% pounds was turn- 
ed into the 
retorts last night 
and 
stood the test admirably. 
When completed the plant will have 
a capacity of 1.000,000 cubic feet 
of 
perfect gas every 24 hours.

id charge of the Christian refugees, 
numbering about 1,000. 
“Conger.” 
An 
important dispatch was 
not 
made public by the w ar departm ent 
but was the subject of an extended 
conference at the white house between

Secretary Root 
and 
Acting Secretary of State Adee. 
It 
was from General Chaffee and arrived 
about the same time as the casualty 
list of the Peking fight. It was dated 
the 18th and therefore was not a re­ 
ply to the message of Inquiry of Mon­ 
day night sent to General Chaffee by 
the war department. 
Still It an­ 
swered a number of the Inquiries con­ 
tained In that message. 
It dealt en­ 
tirely with military operations and 
conditions.

T he R eply to Ll H ung C heng’s Proposal 
Given to M inister Wu for 
T ransm ittal. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—After a long 
conference at the white house the reply 
of the United States to the application 
of Ll Hung Chang for the appointment 
of pence eommissionerN was complet­ 
ed and a copy of the reply sent to the 
Chinese minister, M. Wu. to Im* for­ 
warded to Earl Ll. 
The state depart­ 
ment made definite announcement that 
the reply bael l>een conveyed to Mr. 


WU, blit added to its liffictnl utter­ 
ance that tile correspondence would 
not be made public until to-dav. 
A 
copy of tile reply was sent to other 
governments represented in China. 
The American reply Is chiefly char­ 
acterized by its firm tone and its brev­ 
ity. 
Its keynote is tile president’s 
attitude as laid down in the American 
note of July 3. and there Is the strict­ 
est adherence to the points enunciated 
at that time. 
While the document is 
open to the construction of boing a re­ 
jection of Ll Hung Chang’s proposi­ 
tion for Immediate invocations, yet it 
is stated by those who have read the 
answer with care and have had a part 
In its preparation that rejection Is 
probably too strong a term to apply 
to It. 
The United States places Itself 
In the position of being ready at the 
penner time to take up peace negotia­ 
tions, but In the present unsettled 
condition of affairs In the empire, the 
lack of knowledge as to who are the 
responsible rulers, and w hat consti­ 
tutes the actual Chinese government. 
it Is made clear Hint the time has not 
arrived for pursuing the negotiations 
proposed-. The formal courtesy of dip 
iomatle procedure Is preserved, but 
st the same time tile entire tenor of the 
document is one of force and firmness. 
The government of tile United States 
takes the position that negotiations an* 
impossible with a government which 
cannot prevent hostilities against the 
forces of the powers! which were sent 
to the Chinese eaoital to save tin* en­ 
voys. As long as attacks nre made on 
the troops of this aud other govern­ 
ments, such as have followed the occu­ 
pation of Peking, and the attacks In 
the vicinity of Tien Tsln, It Is deemed 
that the Chinese government Is either 
unwilling 7>T unable to prevent these 
hostilities, and for this reason nego­ 
tiations must he deferred. It Is stated, 
however, that the reply is a step In the 
direction of opening negotiations. 
No question Is raised as to the au­ 
thority of Ll Hung ( ’hang to represent 
Ills government, but it Is said that Ids 
credentials, like those of all others 
who come together for the purpose of 
negotiating term s of peace, will be ex­ 
amined by the res [lect ive representa­ 
tives. ami the validity of the papers 
of each representative to lie determin­ 
ed by that lx>dy. 
The United States, 
however, in communicating with Min­ 
ister Wu. recognizes him as the offi­ 
cial representative of the Chinese gov­ 
ernment.

The plan is known as the isolation of 
carbon monoxide. 
The plant should have been com­ 
pleted at a cost of not more than $6,- 
000. As it is, by the time the concern 
is ready for the m anufacture of gas 
$12,000 will have been spent in the 
construction of the plant. 
A great deal of difficulty has been 
experienced in packing the seams at 
the ends of the retorts, of which there 
are 32, and experiments of all kinds 
were made in the way of [jacking, but 
none were successful until, under the 
direction of Ii. IL c. Hammerton, the 
preselli 
superintendent of construc­ 
tion, a composition of salimoniac and 
iron shavings was list'd with 
very sat­ 
isfactory results. 
The last 
of 
the 
pac king was finished last evening and 
when the 
test was made no leaks of 
any consequence were found. 
Mr. Hammerton is now waiting for 
a few castings which are being turned 
out at a local foundry, and which are 
necessary for the* connecting up of the 
several tanks. 
When these are attached the engi­ 
neers, Hyde Bros. & Co., of 
Pitts­ 
burg, and the chemist will be brought 
here to pass upon the work. 
The sn 
perintendent will have 
the plant In 
operation within a very short time. 
The greatest delay will probably be

two large tanks for storage purposes. 
These will be composed of sheet iron, 
and will be made to hold a large quan 
tity of gas.

ever, General Chaffee had to report 
an utterly chaotic condition of affairs 
and the capture of a capital, whence 
all the heads of government had fled. 
There wa* nothing for the victors to do 
but to prevent anarchy by administer 
lug on this derelict empire which had 
fallen Into their hands.

FIRM REFUSAL 


TO NEGOTIATE NOW 


The Reply to Ll Hung Chang’s Proposal 


Given to MiuUter Wu for 


Transmittal. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—After a long 
conference at the white house the reply 
of the United States to the application 
of Ll Hung Chang for the appointment 
of peace commissioners wus complet­ 
ed and a copy of tin* reply sent to the 
Chinese minister, M. Wa, to la* for­ 
warded to Earl Ll. 
The state depart­ 
ment made definite announcement that 
the reply had lieen conveyed to Mr. 


Wu, blit added to its Official utter­ 
ance that the eorresjs>ndeiH*e would 
not be made public until to day. 
A 
copy of the reply was sent to ut lier 
governments represented in China. 
Tile American reply is chiefly char­ 
acterized by its firm tone and Its brev­ 
ity. 
Its keynote is the president’s 
attitude as laid down In the American 
note of July 3. and there is the strict­ 
est adherence to the points enunciated 
at that time. 
While the document is 
open to the construction of behig a re­ 
jection of Ll Hung Chang’s proposi­ 
tion for immediate negot’atlons, yet It 
Is stated by those who have read the 
answer with care and have had a part 
In its preparation that rejection Is 
probably too strong a term to apply 
to it. 
The United States places Itself 
In the position of tieing ready at the 
pnq>er time to take up peace negotia­ 
tions. but In the present unsettled 
rendition of affairs in the empire, the 
lack of knowledge as to who are the 
responsible rulers, and what consti­ 
tutes the actual Chinese government. 
it is made clear that the time has not 
arrived for mWsuing the negotiate-is 
proposed-. The formal courtesy of dip 
Somatic procedure is preserved, bul 
at the same time the entire tenor of the 
document is one of force and firmness. 
The government of the United States 
takes tin* position that negotiations ar<* 
Impossible with a government which 
annot prevent hostilities against the 
forces of the powers! which were sent 
to the Chinese capital to save the en­ 
voys. As long as attacks are made on 


I lie troops of this and other govern­ 
ments, sueli as have followed the occu­ 
pation of Peking, and the attacks In 
the vicinity of Tien Tsin, it Is deemed 
that the Chines^ government is either 
unwilling 7>T unable to prevent these 
hostilities, and for this reason nego­ 
tiations must Ik* deferred. It is stated, 
however, that the reply is a step In the 
direction of opening negotiations. 
No question is raisi*d as to the au­ 
thority of Li Hung Chang to represent 
his government, but it is said that his 
credentials, like those of all others 
Who come together for the purpose of 
negotiating terms of lienee, will Im* ex­ 
amined by the respective representa­ 
tives. and the validity of the papers 
of each representative to lie determin­ 
ed by that body. 
The United States, 
however, in communicating with Min­ 
ister Wu, recognizes him as the offi­ 
cial representative of the Chinese gov­ 
ernment.

The Tables Show That 11,640 Per­ 
sons Were Placed U nder 
Arrest In a Year.

jail statistics have been compiled in 
the office of the board of state chari­ 
ties for the year ending June 30, 1900,! 
showing the number and classes of 
prisoners, cost of maintenance, etc., in 
the 88 county jails in the state. 
The statistical tables show that ll,-! 
610 persons were under arrest during 
the period above mentioned. 
Of this 


number 2.464 were married men and 
5,152 were single men. 
There were 
281 married and 378 single women un­ 
der arrest. 


Of the 11,640 persons under arrest 
7.289 were born in Ohio, 3,029 in other 
states and 1,322 were foreign born. 
Three thousand one hundred and 
sixty-three were charged with felon­ 
ies, 4,692 with misdemeanors and I,- 
721 with violation of ordinances, 2,- 
2*0 were first offenses and 1,810 sec­ 
ond offenses. 
Of the total number under arrest 9,- 
183 were reported as being able to 
read and write and 931 as being una­ 
ble to read or write. 
The total number of insane in the 
jails for the year was 1,184; epilep­ 
tics, 84; number held for trial, 4,059; 
detained as witnesses, 104; under 16 
yeais of age, 636. 
There were 250 boys sentenced to 
the Boys* Industrial School at Lancas­ 
ter; 44 girls to the Girls’ Industrial 
Home at Delaware, 636 to the Ohio 
penitentiary at Columbus, 196 to the 
Ohio State Reformatory at Mansfield, 
634 to the 
six different workhouses 
in the state and 1,689 to* jail to serve 
sentences. 
Three persons died in jail during the 
year and 31 prisoners 
escaped, 
of 
whom 6 were recaptured. 
The total amount received from the 
counties for the maintenance of pris­ 
oners for the year was $117,742 25. 
The average price allowed for main­ 
taining prisoners per day was about 
60 cents. 
There was expended fofr repairs dur­ 
ing the year the sum of $9,460. 
The number of prisoners remaining 
in jail on June 30, 1900, was 493, o' 
which 141 were serving sentences, 313 
awaiting trial, 4 detained as witnesses, 
19 were United States prisoners, 
14 
were insane and 2 were epileptics.

Lorenzo Danford of Belmont county, a member of the Forty-third con- 
0 trfc_ was also elected to the Fifty-sixth, stretching from the Nineteenth to 
' 
fhP tw en tieth centuries. He was born 
ij. Belmont county, Ohio, Oct. 18, 1821*, 
and reared on a farm. He was educa­ 
ted in the public schools, studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 1854. 
Be was elected prosecuting attorney of 
Belmont county in 1859. He was orig­ 
inally a Whig and afterward a Repub­ 
lican. He died at St. Clairsville, Bel­ 
mont county, June 19, 1899. 
In 1861 he enlisted as a private in 
the Seventeenth Ohio volunteer regi­ 
ment for a term of three months. After 
muster out he again enlisted In the 
Fifteenth Ohio, was made a first lieu­ 
tenant. second lieutenant and captain. 
Because of failing health, in 1864, he 
resigned his commission and retired 
to civil life. 
In congress he has been recognized 
as a member of more than average 
ability, and a strong, incisive debater. 
His cervices on

committees have been zealously ren ­ 
dered. He was elected to the Forty- 
third congress in 1872 from the Six­ 
teenth district, Belmont, Jefferson, Harrison, Guernsey and Ifsble counting, 
and re-elected to the P'orty-fourth in 1874 and the Forty-fifth in 1876 from 
the same district. 
For nearly twenty years he was retired from congress, 
but was elected in 1894 to the Fifty-fourth congress from the Sixteenth

*trist, comprising Belmont, Monroe, Carroll, Jefferson and Harrison, and re­ 
elected to the Fifty-fifth in 1896 and the Fifty-sixth in 1898, extending from 
March 4, 1899, to March 4, 1901.

AMERICUS V. RICE. 
Americus V. Rice of Ottawa, Putnam county, was a lawyer, banker, Dem­ 
ocratic leader and a distinguished soldier. 
He was born in Perrysville, Ash­ 
land county, Ohio, Nov. 18, 183o, and is living in honorable retirement in 
Columbus in the closing days of 1899. 
When a youth he entered Antioch 
college. Ohio, and remained two years, and in 1858 entered Union college, 
New York, graduating in 1860, after which he completed the study of law 
and was admitted to the bar. 
In 1861 he enlisted in the Twenty-first Ohio Volunteer Infantry at Ottawa 
and on the 15th of January. 1866, was mustered out of service as a brigadier 
general. He rose to.a captaincy in the Twenty-first regiment before the end 
of its three m onths’ term of enlistment. He then enlisted in the Fifty-seventh 
0. V. I. and was commissioned captain of Company A, and promoted to lieu­ 
tenant colonel Feb. 8, 1862. 
He was at the battle of Shiloh, and with his 
command captured Arkansas Post. Arkansas. 
He served through G rant’s Vicksburg campaign under that commander. 
In the assault upon the works at Vicksburg. May 22. 1863. he was badly 
wounded. He participated in the series of operations under General Sherman 
at Sugar Valley, Resaca, Dallas, Big Shanty and Little Kennesaw. 
In th# 
latter action he received three wounds simultaneously, and the amputation 
of one of his limbs was necessitated. 
He was invalided home till 1865, and 
promoted to brigadier general upon the recommendation of General Sherman. 
In 1865 he took command of his brigade at Newbern. North Carolina, and 
remained in active service until the close of hostilities. 
He was elected as a 
Democrat to the F^orty-fourth congress in 1874 from the Fifth district, Put­ 
nam, Defiance, Paulding, Y’an Wert. Allen, Auglaize, Mercer and Shelby 
counties, and was re-elected in 1876 to the Forty-flft^ congress from the 
lame district. 
General Rica was most largely instrumental in the enactment of the 
peiaion laws, providing for the equitable pensioning of the maimed veterans 
of the civil war. 
In 1893 he was appointed pension agent for Ohio by Presi­ 
dent Grover Cleveland, and held the office for four years. The average annual 
disbursements made b y ^ i m were $16,000,000. 
He was engaged in banking 
Id Ottawa for many years, succeeding his father in the business. 
In 1896 
lls disagreed with his party on the monetary issue and withdrew from active 
co-operation with it.

John A. McMahon, a distinguished member of the Dayton bar, was born 
In Fredrick county, Maryland, Feb. 19, 1833, and in the closing year of the 
sontury is still at the head of his profession iii the city of his adoption. 
He came to Ohio in early life and graduated from St. Xavier's college, 
Cincinnati, In 1849, and began the atudy of law in Dayton In 1851 with 
Clement L. Vallandlgham, and was admitted to the bar in 1854.

a prominent leader In his party up to 1896, when he disagreed with the

Mr. McMahon waa elected to the Forty-fourth congress from the Fourth 
district, Montgomery, Darke, Preble and Greene counties, in 1874. 
In 1876 
too state was reapportioned by a Democratic legislature, and Mr. McMahon 
was placed in the Third district, composed of Montgomery, Butler and War- 
rtQ and was re-elected to the Forty-fifth in 1876, and again In 1878 from the 
district 
Mr. McMahon was among the ablest men who ever went to congress 
from Ohio, aud exercised a marked influence on the legislation of the period.

W hat has caused Mr. Bryan and the 
party which he bosses to change front 
on the Philippine question? The Bry- 
anite position is one of criticism of the 
president because in the discharge of 
his sworn duty, and in obedience to 
the law of the United States, he is 
using the army to put down the in­ 
surrection in the Philippines, n otw ith­ 
standing the fact th at the treaty with 
Spain was ratified by Democratic votes 
after that insurrection had been be 
gun. 
It seems hardly credible th at 
men could attack 
the president for 
carrying to a finish a war that was in 
existence when the purchase of the 
islands was authorized by their own 
party leaders. 
Yet sucl^ is the fact. 
The attack of 
the Filipino forces 
upon our troops in the Philippines be 
gall on February 4, 1899, and on that 
same night Aguinaldo issued his proc­ 
lamation declaring 
war against the 
United States. 
Yet it was not until 
February 6, two days after, th at the 
treaty was ratified, and th at by IO 
Democratic and 5 Populist and Silver 
party votes. And it is a fact, adm itted 
by Mr. Bryan himself, that some of 
these votes were cast for the treaty by 
the “advice and consent’' of W illiam 
Jennings Bryan. 
By this action the leaders of the 
Democratic and Populist parties delib­ 
erately bought an insurrection already 
going on, agreeing th at 
the United 
States should pay $20,000,000 for the 
Islands where it existed, and in so do­ 
ing placed upon the shoulders of Pres­ 
ident McKinley the duty of suppress­ 
ing it. He could not do otherwise. Yet 
they are criticising his course, though 
of course it is well understood th at the 
criticism Is for political effect only. 
Mr. Bryan feels the criticism of his 
two-faced course, and iu his Indianap­ 
olis speech of acceptance he made a 
halting and ineffective defense of his 
course. 
He said he wanted the peace 
treaty ratified so that the volunteer 
arm y could be disbanded, and the n a ­ 
tion be saved the expense it entailed. 
This excuse is gauzy. 
Two days be­ 
fore the treaty was ratified, the in ­ 
surgents began fighting our forces in 
front of Manila. 
On 
the same day 
Aguinaldo declared 
war 
against the 
United States. Mr. Bryan knew, as did 
every Democratic senator who voted 
for the ratification of the treaty, that 
we would have to continue the war to 
put down the 
Insurrection. 
So Mr. 
Bryan’s apology is insincere and does 
not cover the case.

The question of the retention of the 
Philippines was decided by the senate 
In ratifying tl\£ treaty w'hich provided 
th at Spain should relinquish them to 
us. 
The government could not direct 
our forces to sail away from the P hil­ 
ippines after the destruction of the 
Spanish power there. That would have 
not only left them 
in anarchy, but 
have also invited a scramble among 
European nations for 
their control. 
As President McKinley 
said 
in his 
message, “ If we desert them, we leave 
them at once to anarchy and finally to 
barbarism ; we fling them—a golden 
apple of discord—among 
the 
rival 
powers, no one of which could perm it 
another to seize them unquestioned; 
their rich plains and valleys would be 
the scene of endless strife and blood­ 
shed.’’ 
The peace treaty provided for their 
purchase, and It was ratified by a two- 
thirds vote of the United States sen­ 
ate, and by the advice and consent of 
W illiam Jennings Bryan, who resigned 
his position in the array and came to 
W ashington to urge the members of 
his party to vote for it. This action by 
congress added to the duties of the 
president to maintain order 
in 
the 
Philippines. The treaty ceding the is­ 
lands to the United States was signed 
December IO, 1898; on January 4, J699 
It was sent to the senate; on Febru 
arr 4, the Filipinos began their attack 


upon the American forces and Aguin­ 
aldo issued his proclamation of war 
against 
the 
United States. 
Yet, on 
February 6. with 
these 
facts 
well 
known in the United States, by the 
"advice and consent’’ of Mr. Bryan, a 
sufficient num ber o f . Democrats and 
Populists cast their votes in its favor 
to bring about 
ratification, and the
